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HISTORY  AND  PEOGEESS  OF  THE  TOWN. 

Dundee  has  long  held  an  important  place  among  the  towns  of  Scotland. 
It  is  the  third  in  point  of  population,  and  the  second  in  mercantile  and 
manufacturing  importance.  It  is  very  ancient,  and  is  believed  to  have 
existed  at  least  as  a  village  in  the  time  of  the  Romans,  as  the  remaias 
of  fortifications  deemed  to  have  been  constructed  by  these  warlike 
people  still  exist  in  the  neighbourhood.  It  stretches  for  fully  three  miles 
along  the  north  bank  of  the  Tay,  at  about  ten  miles  from  the  confluence 
of  that  river  with  the  German  Ocean.  Its  appearance  from  the  stream 
or  the  opposite  shore  is  highly  pictiiresque  and  pleasing.  It  is  placed 
for  the  most  part  on  rising  ground,  crowned  by  wooded  or  green  hills, 
which  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  its  situation.  The  Tay  is  here  nearly 
two  miles  in  breadth,  and  affords  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  vessels  of 
the  largest  tonnage  to  enter  its  spacious  and  excellent  harboiir.  In  the 
centre  of  the  town  is  the  High  Street,  forming  an  oblong  square  360  feet 
long  by  100  feet  in  breadth,  from  which  the  leading  thoroughfares  diverge. 

The  following  are  the  census  returns  for  the  last  eight  decades  : — 
1801,  26,084;  1811,  29,716;  1821,  30,908;  1831,  45,355;  1841,  66,232; 
1851,78,829  ;  1861,  91,511 ;  1871,  121,975.  It  thus  appears  that  the  popu- 
lation has  been  more  than  quadrupled  since  the  present  century  began. 

Thau  Dundee  perhaps  no  town  in  Scotland  has  suffered  more  from  the 
ravages  of  war,  it  having  been  several  times  besieged,  sacked,  and  pil- 
laged. The  most  disastrous  siege  it  ever  sustained  was  in  1651,  when 
it  was  taken  and  plundered  by  General  Monk.  The  troops  forming  the 
garrison  defended  themselves  with  intrepid  and  persevering  valour 
for  about  six  weeks,  but  were  at  last  obliged  to  capitulate.  The 
governor  was  decapitated  with  base  barbaric  revenge,  and  his  head 
placed  upon  one  of  the  abutments  of  the  Steeple,  where  it  remained 
till  the  stone  to  which  it  was  attached  fell  to  the  ground.  The 
besieged  forces  amounted  to  about  11,000,  and  were  to  a  great  extent 
put  to  the  sword.  In  addition  to  what  was  suffered  by  the  garrison, 
about  1300  of  the  inhabitants  were  slain.  Monk  and  his  soldiers 
obtained  an  immense  amount  of  booty.  All  the  wealth  which  had  accu-

mulated  from  many  successM  commercial  pursuits,  and  all  tlie  money 
and  valuables  which  had  been  brought  from  other  places  by  the  numerous 
strangers  who  had  crowded  into  it  as  a  place  of  security,  fell  a  prey  to 
the  revengeful  and  avaricious  soldiery.  The  vessels  belonging  to  the 
port,  amounting  to  100,  were  taken,  and  part  of  them  loaded  with  the 
spoil  and  sent  to  sea,  but  most  of  them  were  lost  within  sight  of  the  port, 
and  thus  great  part  of  the  wealth  perished.  The  aifairs  of  the  town 
continued  to  be  in  a  very  depressed  state  till  last  century  was  considerably 
advanced.  It  was  feared  at  one  time  that  the  town  was  utterly  ruined. 
The  disasters  produced  by  the  siege  were  followed  by  seven  years  of 
scarcity,  caused  by  defective  crops,  as  well  as  by  another  misfortune. 
Dundee  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  century  the  seat  of  the  plaiding 
manu.facture,  and  it  promised  to  be  an  increasing  and  lucrative  trade  ; 
but  the  hopes  entertained  regarding  it  were  doomed  to  disappointment, 
by  the  partiality  of  the  Government  for  the  English  manufacturers. 
An  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  prohibiting  the  exjportation  of  woollens 
from  Scotland,  and  thus  the  manufacture  was  secured  by  the  English. 
Some  time  afterwards  the  manufacture  of  linen  was  introduced,  and  has 
found  in  Dundee  a  congenial  soil.  Up  to  nearly  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century  it  was  carried  on  to  a  limited  extent,  the  yarns  having 
been  all  handspun  and  made  into  cloth  by  the  hand-loom ;  but  in  1793 
spuming  by  machiuery  and  motive  power  was  commenced,  and  a  great 
impulse  was  thus  given  to  the  business.  Weaving  by  machinery  fol- 
lowed in  1836,  Messrs  Baxter  Brothers  having  been  the  first  to  introduce 
power-looms  into  their  gigantic  works.  They  were  followed  by  Messrs 
A.  &  D.  Edward,  Messrs  Gilroy  Brothers,  and  others,  so  that  very  few 
works  of  any  magnitude  are  now  without  a  weaving  department  of  cor- 
responding extent,,  as  well  as  calendering  and  press-packing  premises. 

About  1824,  an  importation  of  jute,  then  called  "sun  hemp,"  was 
received  from  India,  but  the  first  experiments  made  with  it  were  not 
successful,  and  it  did  not  seem  likely  to  form  a  new  fibre  for  our  manu- 
facturers ;  but  by  perseverance,  skill,  and  improved  machinery,  all 
difficulties  were  ultimately  overcome,  and  it  is  now  used  to  a  vast 
extent,  and  has  added  inmiensely  to  the  business  as  well  as  to  the 
wealth  of  the  town.  The  quantity  of  jute  imported  into  Dundee  in  1875 
was  113,930  tons,  while  of  flax,  hemp,  tow,  and  codilla,  which  long  formed 
the  leading  articles  used  hy  our  manufacturers,  only  30, 743  tons  were 
imported.  India,  where  the  jute  is  produced,  has  entered  into  com- 
petition with  our  manufacturers  ;  but  as  they  have  the  world  to  supply, 
it  is  expected  the  demand  will  be  equal  to  take  up  all  that  can  be  pro- 
duced. The  goods  into  -^hich  jute  is  manufactured  are  carpeting,  bagging, 
hessians,  and  other  fabrics  requiring  to  be  produced  from  cheap  material. 
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The  extent  of  the  staple  trade  of  Dundee  has  led  to  an  increase  of  the 
shipping  of  the  port.  In  1731,  the  number  of  vessels  belonging  to  the 
Tay  and  St  Andrews  amounted,  to  70,  the  tonnage  being  2309;  but 
single  vessels  now  occasionally  enter  the  harbour,  whose  tonnage 
is  about  equal  to  that  of  all  the  vessels  belonging  to  the  Tay  and 
St  Andrews  in  1731.  The  vessels  belonging  to  the  port,  though 
rather  fewer  in  number  than  at  one  time,  are  of  larger  tonnage,  and  for 
elegance  in  appearance  and  efficient  equipment  are  not  surpassed  by  the 
mercantile  navy  of  any  port  in  the  kingdom.  It  is  by  vessels  belonging  to 
Dundee  that  the  sealing  and  whaling  business  is  now  chiefly  prosecuted. 
A  fleet  of  strongly-built  and  well-fortified  ships  sail  in  the  spring  for  the 
capture  of  the  seal,  and  on  their  return,  after  discharging  and  refitting, 
proceed  to  the  whale  fishing.  The  success  is  variable,  but  over  a  suc- 
cession of  years  is  found  to  be  a  remunerative  industry. 

The  Harbour  is  now  admirably  adapted  for  the  reception  of  vessels  of 
every  class  and  size.  Besides  the  tidal  and  ferry  harbours,  it  consists  of 
four  wet  docks  extending  to  about  35  acres,  and  two  dry  docks,  one  of 
them  now  finishing  being  500  feet  long,  and  capable  of  receiving  two 
vessels  of  the  largest  class  at  a  time.  Previous  to  1815,  the  harbour 
was  very  defective,  neither  affording  sufficient  safety  nor  depth  of  water, 
but  its  improvement  was  then  begun,  and  has  been  proceeding  ever 
since.  It  has  cost  upwards  of  three  quarters  of  a  million.  The  gross 
tonnage  of  the  port  is  upwards  of  80,000. 

An  Improvement  BiU  for  the  town  was  obtained  by  the  Magistrates  in 
1870,  and  the  changes  authorised  to  be  made  by  it  are  in  course  of  being 
carried  out ;  Victoria  Road,  formerly  Bucklemaker  Wynd,  is  now  a 
spacious  and  handsome  street ;  and  when  the  improvements  are  com- 
pleted, the  complaint  made  as  to  the  narrowness  and  inequality  of  some 
old  streets  will  be  removed. 

Dundee  is  now  abundantly  supplied  with  excellent  water.  Upwards 
of  thirty  years  ago,  a  supply  was  obtained  from  Monikie  by  means  of  a 
Joint  Stock  Company,  but  in  consequence  of  the  rapid  increase  of  the 
town,  and  the  quantity  required  for  manufacturing  purposes,  it  was  found 
to  be  inadequate,  and  a  scheme  was  in  1871  promoted  by  the  Town 
Council  for  bringing  a  more  ample  supply  from  the  Loch  of  Lintrathen. 
It  was  completed  in  the  autumn  of  last  year,  and  is  capable  of  yielding 
ten  millions  of  gallons  daily,  which,  with  the  quantity  obtained  from 
Monikie,  will  give  about  fifteen  millions.  Both  are  now  the  property 
of  the  community,  and  are  under  the  management  of  Commissioners. 

In  order  to  facilitate  intercourse  with  the  South,  an  Act  of  Parliament 
was  passed  in  1870,  authorising  the  construction  of  a  Bridge  across  the 
Tay.     The  vast  undertaking  is  now  making  rapid  progress,  and  is  ex- 
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pected  to  be  completed  next  year.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  £300,000. 
The  North  British  Railway  subscribed  £100,000,  the  remainder  of  the 
money  is  being  supplied  by  the  shareholders.  It  will  be  the  longest 
bridge  in  the  world,  and  will  consist  of  nearly  90  spans,  the  girders 
resting  either  upon  brick  columns  or  strong  cast-iron  pillars.  The  spans 
over  the  navigable  part  of  the  river  will  be  245  feet  in  width,  and 
88  above  the  surface  of  the  water. 

The  Tunnel  along  Dock  Street,  an  important  and  expensive  under- 
taking in  connection  with  the  Bridge,  is  making  favourable  progress, 
and  will  be  finished  by  the  time  the  Bridge  is  ready  for  traffic. 

Fully  70  Churches  exist  in  Dundee  for  the  requirements  of  the 
various  communions,  and  are  in  general  well  attended.  The  Bene- 
volent Institutions  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  distressed  are 
numerous.  Besides  the  High  School  and  the  Morgan  Hospital,  there 
are  many  educational  seminaries  in  the  town,  and  the  School  Board 
have  either  acquired  or  are  constructing  others,  still  further  to  promote 
the  instruction  of  the  young. 

A  Free  Library  was  established  in  1866,  and  appears  to  be  increasing 
the  number  of  readers. 

The  erection  and  endowment  of  a  College  in  Dundee  has  been  contem- 
plated, but  the  scheme  appears  to  be  deferred  for  the  present.  How- 
ever, so  far  to  supply  University  instruction.  Principal  TuUoch  and  two 
other  of  the  St  Andrews  Professors  gave  courses  of  lectures  here  last 
winter,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  are  to  continue  their  prelections 
during  the  next  and  succeeding  winters. 

In  taking  a  survey  of  the  town,  the  stately  and  venerable  tower,  the 
Old  Steeple,  although  less  lofty  than  some  of  the  spires  of  recent 
erection,  still  appears  to  be  the  most  conspicuous  object. 

A  building  of  very  ornate  and  elegant  architecture,  intended  for  the 
Clydesdale  Bank,  is  now  in  the  course  of  erection.  It  will  form  the 
eastern  termination  of  the  High  Street. 

The  Esplanade,  extending  from  the  Craig  Pier  to  the  Magdalen  Green, 
now  affords  to  the  inhabitants  a  pleasant  and  refreshing  promenade. 

The  Public  Baths,  which  have  for  some  time  been  closed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  greatly  improved  and  enlarged,  have  just  been  re-opened. 
It  is  expected,  when  fully  completed,  that  they  wiU  be  among  the  most 
commodious  and  handsomely  fitted  up  in  the  kingdom. 

A  statue  in  bronze  of  Mr  James  Carmichael,  the  celebrated  engineer, 
is  now  completed,  and  will  soon  be  placed  upon  its  pedestal  in  Albert 
Square.     Another,  ia  marWe,  is  intended  for  the  residence  of  a  relative. 

There  are  now  three  Daily  Newspapers  published  in  Dundee,  and  two 
Weeklies,  besides  a  literary  periodical.

2.  On  the  Nethergate  street,  betwixt  Tally  street  and  South  Lindsay  street. 

3.  Oq  Nethergate  street,  in  front  of  St  Paul's  Free  Church. 

4.  On  Meadowside,  opposite  the  Old  Burying  Ground. 

5.  On  West  side  of  South  Union  street. 

6.  On  the  South  side  of  East  Dock  street,  at  the  West  end  of  the  Kailway 

Station. 

7.  On  Victoria  Dock  quay,  at  the  East  end  of  the  Customhouse. 

8.  On  the  North  side  of  Cowgate,  immediately  to  the  East  of  its  junction  with 

King  street. 

9.  In  the  area  in  front  of  the  Sheriff-Court  buildings. 

Fares  : — The  following  and  no  higher  fares  shall  be  charged: 
For  any  distance  betwixt  the  High  street  stance,  or  the  Meadowside  stance, 
and  anj"-  place  within  the  area  embraced  within  the  Lilybank  tollbar  and  Tay- 
bank  gate  on  the  east.

Luggage  not  exceeding  in  weight  100  lbs.  shall  be  taken  free  of  charge ; 
above  that  weight  it  shall  be  liable  to  a  charge  of  Sixpence  extra. 

Half  fares  to  be  charged  for  returning  by  the  same  carriage  (when  not  en- 
gaged by  time),  but  the  carriage  not  to  be  detained  beyond  fifteen  minutes, 
unless  by  agreement. 

If  a  carriage  be  required  to  take  up  two  or  more  parties  at  different  places,  or 
to  go  out  of  the  ordinary  route  betwixt  two  places,  Sixpence  extra  may  be 
charged.

A  letter  above  the  weight  of  12  oz.  is  liable  to  a  postage  of  Id.  for  every 
ounce,  beginning  with  the  first  ounce.  Thus,  a  letter  weighing  between  14  and 
15  oz.  must  be  prepaid  Is.  3d. 

A  letter  posted  unpaid  is  chargeable  on  delivery  with  double  postage;  and  a 
letter  posted  insufficiently  prepaid  is  chargeable  with  double  the  deficiency. 

No  letter  may  be  above  18  inches  in  length,  9  inches  in  width,  or  6  inches  in 
depth,  unless  it  be  sent  to  or  from  one  of  the  Government  Offices. 

COLONIAL  AND  FOKEIGN  LETTERS. 

For  the  rates  of  postage  on  letters  to  the  colonies  and  foreign  countries,  see 
page  84. 

A  letter  posted  unpaid,  or  paid  only  in  part,  directed  to  any  place  abroad  to 
which  prepayment  is  compulsory,  is  sent  to  the  Returned  Letter  Office,^  to  go 
back  to  the  writer.  Letters,  however,  for  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  if  pre- 
paid as  much  as  one  rate  (even  although  the  prepayment  be  insufficent),  are 
not  detained,  but  are  forwarded  charged  with  the  deficient  postage  and  an  ad- 
ditional rate. 

A  letter  posted  insufficiently  prepaid  for  a  place  to  which  prepayment  is  op- 
tional is  sent  forward  charged ;  the  value  of  the  stamps,  however,  being  as  a 
rule,  taken  into  account. 

No  letter  for  any  colony  or  foreign  country  may  be  above  2  feet  in  length  or 
1  foot  in  width  or  depth. 

*Inland  Letters  are  those  which  pass  between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom,  includ- 
ing the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Orkney,  Shetland,  Sciily,  and  Channel  Islands. 

t  If  the  weight  be  exceeded  to  the  smallest  extent,  even  though  the  balance  be  merely 
turned,  the  letter  becomes  liable  to  a  higher  postage.  The  same  rule  »plies  to  Letters 
going  abroad.  To  provide,  therefore,  for  errors  in  scales,  &c.,  it  is  weir  to  allow_a  little 
margin,  or  to  pay  the  postage  of  the  next  greater  weight. 
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INLAND  NEWSPAPERS. 

Under  the  "  Post  Office  Act,  1870,"  any  publication  fulfilling  the  conditions 
hereafter  named  can,  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  53,  be  registered  at 
the  General  Post  Office  to  pass  within  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  newspaper  for 
a  postage  of  one  halfpenny.  Without  such  registration  no  newspaper  is  entitled 
to  be  sent  through  the  post  at  less  than  the  book  rate  of  postage.  The  condi- 
tions are  as  follows  : — 

1st.  The  publication  must  consist  wholly  or  in  great  part  of  political  or  other 
news,  or  of  articles  relating  thereto,  or  to  other  current  topics,  with  or 
without  advertisements. 
2nd.  It  must  be  printed  and  published  in  the  United  Kingdom,  must  be  pub- 
lished in  numbers  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  seven  days,  and  must 
be  printed  on  a  sheet  or  sheets  unstitched. 
3rd.  The  full  title  and  date  of  piiblication  must  be  printed  at  the  top  of  the 
first  page,  and  the  whole  or  part  of  the  title  and  the  date  of  publication 
at  the  top  of  every  subsequent  page. 
4th.  A  supplement  must  consist  wholly  or  in  great  part  of  matter  like  that 
of  a  newspaper,  or  of  advertisements,  printed  on  a  sheet  or  sheets,  or  on 
a  piece  or  pieces  of  paper,  unstitched  ;  or  wholly  or  in  part  of  engravings, 
prints,  or  lithographs  illustrative  of  articles  in  the  newspaper.     The 
supplement  must  in  every  case  be  published  with  the  newspaper,  and 
must  have  the  title  and  date  of  publication  of  the  newspaper  printed  at 
the  top  of  every  page  ;  or,  if  it  consists  of  engravings,  prints,  or  litho- 
graphs, at  the  top  of  every  sheet  or  side. 
Registration  for  inland  circulation  includes  registration  for  transmission 
abroad. 

For  each  inland  newspaper,  whether  posted  singly  or  in  a  packet,  the  postage, 
when  prepaid,  is  one  halfpenny ;  but  a  packet  containing  two  or  more  registered 
newspapers  is  not  chargeable  with  a  higher  rate  of  postage  than  would  be 
chargeable  on  a  book  packet  of  the  same  weight,  viz.,  one  halfpenny  for  every 
2  oz.  or  part  of  that  weight. 

A  newspaper  posted  unpaid,  or  a  packet  of  newspapers  posted  either  unpaid 
or  insufficiently  paid,  is  treated  as  an  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid  book  packet 
of  the  same  weight. 

The  postage  must  be  prepaid  either  by  an  adhesive  stamp,  or  by  the  use  of  a 
stamped  wrapper. 

No  newspaper  can  now  be  sent  through  the  post  a  second  time  for  the  original 
postage.     For  each  transmission  a  fresh  postage  is  required. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  posted  either  without  a  cover  (in  which  case  it 
must  not  be  fastened,  whether  by  means  of  gum,  wafer,  or  sealing  wax,  postage 
stamp,  or  otherwise)  or  in  a  cover  entirely  open  at  both  ends,  so  as  to  admit  of 
easy  removal  for  examination.  If  this  rule  be  infringed,  the  newspaper  is 
treated  as  a  letter. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  so  folded  as  to  admit  of  the  title  being  readily  in- 
spected. 

A  newspaper  or  packet  of  newspapers  which  contains  any  enclosure  except 
supplements  is  charged  as  a  letter,  unless  the  enclosure  is  such  as  might  be 
sent  at  the  book  rate  of  postage,  and  the  entire  packet  be  sufficiently  prepaid  as 
a  book  packet,  in  which  case  it  is  allowed  to  pass. 

A  newspaper  which  has  any  letter,  or  any  communication  of  the  nature  of  a 
letter,  written  in  it  or  upon  its  cover,  is  charged  as  an  unpaid  or  insufficiently 
paid  letter. 

No  packet  of%ewspapers  may  be  above  14  lbs.  in  weight,  nor  above  two  feet 
in  length,  one  foot  in  width  or  depth. 
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COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWSPAPERS. 

For  the  rates  of  postage  to  the  colonies  and  foreign  countries  on  newspapers 
registered  for  transmission  abroad  see  page  84.  Each  newspaper  is  liable  to  a 
separate  rate  of  postage,  whether  sent  singly  or  in  a  packet,  and,  if  above  4  oz. 
in  weight,  it  is  liable  to  two  rates  of  postage ;  and  so  on. 

1  The  conditions  of  registration  for  transmission  abroad  are  the  same  as  those 
for  inland  transmission  ;  excepting  that  for  foreign  transmission,  a  newspaper 
may  be  published  at  intervals  of  thirty-one  days;  and  that  it  may  be  printed 
(but  not  its  supplement)  on  sheets  stitched  together.  Moreover,  prices  current 
and  market  reports  (but  not  private  price  lists  or  trade  catalogues)  may  be  re- 
gistered as  newspapers  for  foreign  transmission,  provided  that  they  be  published 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  thirty-one  days. 

The  postage,  which  must  he  prepaid,  cannot  be  paid  in  money. 

All  publications  registered  for  transmission  abroad  must  he  posted  toithin  eight 
days  from  the  day  of  publication,  including  that  day  ;  and  any  newspaper  posted 
more  than  eight  days  after  the  date  of  publication,  as  well  as  any  unregistered 
publication,  must  be  prepaid  at  the  book  rates  of  postage. 

The  collected  numbers  issued  during  the  month  of  a  weekly  or  fortnightly 
publication  are  not  allowed  to  pass  as  a  monthly  publication. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  posted  either  without  a  cover  (in  which  case  it 
must  not  be  fastened,  whether  by  means  of  gum,  wafer,  sealing  wax,  postage 
stamp,  or  otherwise),  or  in  a  cover  entirely  open  at  both  ends,  so  as  to  admit 
of  easy  withdrawal  for  examination. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  folded  to  admit  of  the  title  being  readily  inspected. 

No  newspaper,  whether  posted  singly  or  in  a  packet,  may  contain  any  en- 
closure except  the  supplement  or  supplements  belonging  to  it. 

There  must  be  no  writing  or  other  mark  on  a  newspaper  sent  abroad  but  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent ;  nor  anything  on  the  cover 
but  such  name  and  address,  the  printed  title  of  the  publication,  the  printed 
name  and  address  of  the  publisher  and  vendor  who  sells  it,  and  words  indicat- 
ing the  date  on  which  the  subscription  to  the  newspaper  will  end. 

No  packet  of  newspapers  may  be  above  two  feet  in  length  or  one  foot  in  width 
or  depth. 

INLAND  BOOK  POST. 

The  postage  is  one  halfpenny  for  every  2  oz.  or  part  of  that  weight. 

A  packet  posted  wholly  unpaid  is  charged  with  double  the  book  postage ;  and 
if  posted  partiall}'  prepaid,  with  double  the  deficiency. 

A  book-packet  may  contain  any  number  of  separate  books  or  other  publica- 
tions (including  printed  or  lithographed  letters),  photographs  (when  not  on 
glass  or  in  cases  containing  glass  or  any  like  substance),  drawings,  prints,  or 
maps,  and  any  quantity  of  paper  or  any  other  substance  in  ordinary  use  for 
writing  or  printing  upon ;  and  the  books  or  other  publications,  prints,  maps, 
&c.,  may  be  either  printed,  written,  engraved,  lithographed,  or  plain,  or  any 
mixture  of  these.  Further,  all  legitimate  binding,  mounting,  or  covering  of  a 
book,  &c.,  or  of  a  portion  thereof,  is  allowed,  whether  such  binding,  &c.  be  loose 
or  attached  ;  as  also  rollers  in  the  case  of  prints  or  maps ;  markers  (whether  of 
paper  or  otherwise)  in  the  case  of  books,  pens,  or  pencils,  in  the  case  of  pocket- 
books,  &c. ;  and,  in  short,  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of 
such  articles,  or  usuallj'  appertains  thereto ;  but  the  binding,  rollers,  &c.,  must 
not  be  sent  as  a  separate  packet. 

But  a  book-packet  may  not  contain  any  letter,  or  communication  of  the 
nature  of  a  letter*  (whether  separate  or  otherwise),  unless  it  be  a  circular-letter 

♦Entries  merely  stating  who  sends  the  book,  &c.,  or  to  whom  it  is  given,  are  not  re- 
garded as  a  letter. 
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or  be  wholly  printed ;  nor  any  enclosure  sealed  or  in  any  way  closed  against 
inspection ;  nor  any  other  enclosure  not  allowed  by  the  preceding  paragraph. 
If  this  rule  be  infringed,  the  entire  packet  is  charged  as  a  letter. 

A  book-packet  may  be  posted  either  without  a  cover  (in  which  case  it  must 
not  be  fastened,  whether  by  means  of  gum,  wafer,  sealing  wax,  postage  stamp, 
or  otherwise),  or  in  a  cover  entirely  open  at  both  ends,  so  as  to  admit  of  the 
contents  being  easily  withdrawn  for  examination;*  otherwise  it  is  treated  as 
a  letter.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  contents,  however,  it  may  be  tied  at 
the  ends  with  string. 

No  book-packet  may  be  above  5  lbs.  in  weight,  nor  above  1  foot  6  inches  in 
length,  9  inches  in  width,  or  6  inches  in  depth,  unless  it  be  sent  to  or  from  one 
of  the  Government  offices. 

When,  owing  to  a  great  and  unusual  influx  of  letters,  books,  &c.,  the  trans- 
mission or  delivery  of  the  letters  would  be  delayed  if  the  whole  mail  were  dealt 
with  without  distinction,  book-packets  may  be  "kept  back  till  the  next  despatch 
or  delivery. 

Circulars, — i.e.,  letters  which  are  intended  for  transmission  in  identical  terms 
to  several  persons,  and  the  whole  or  the  greater  part  of  which  is  printed,  en- 
graved, or  lithographed, — may  also  be  sent  by  book  post. 

COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  BOOK  POST. 

For  the  rates  of  postage  on  book-packets  to  the  colonies  and  foreign  countries, 
see  page  84 

The  limit  of  size  for  a  book-packet  addressed  to  any  place  abroad  is  24  inches 
in  length  and  12  inches  in  width  or  depth. 

COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  PATTERN  AND  SAMPLE  POST. 

The  Pattern  and  Sample  Post  is  restricted  to  bona  fide,  trade  patterns  or 
samples  of  merchandise.  Goods  sent  for  sale,  or  in  execution  of  an  order  (how- 
ever small  the  quantity  may  be),  or  anj'  articles  sent  by  one  private  individual 
to  another  which  are  not  actually  patterns  or  samples,  are  not  admissible. 

The  rates  of  postage  for  patterns  are  the  same  as  for  books  going  abroad.  See 
page  84. 

Patterns  or  samples,  when  practicable,  must  be  sent  in  covers  open  at  the 
ends,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  easy  of  examination.  But  samples  of  seeds, 
drugs,  and  such  like  articles,  which  cannot  be  sent  in  covers  of  this  kind  (but 
such  articles  only)  may  be  posted  enclosed  in  boxes,  or  in  bags  of  linen,  or  other 
material,  fastened  in  such  a  manner  that  the}'  may  be  readily  opened  ;  or,  in 
the  case  of  samples  of  seeds,  &c.,  for  the  United  States  of  America,  Holland  and 
its  possessions,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Greece,  Portugal  and  its  possessions,  and 
Switzerland,  in  bags  entirely  closed,  provided  such  closed  bags  are  transparent, 
so  as  to  enable  the  Officers  of  the  Post  Office  readily  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  contents. 

There  must  be  no  writing  or  printing  upon  or  in  any  packet  except  the 
address  of  the  person  for  whom  it  is  intended,  the  address  of  the  sender,  a  trade 
mark  or  number,  and  the  price  of  the  articles. 

INLAND  CARD  POST. 

Post  Cards,  whether  official  or  private,  having  a  halfpenny  stamp  impressed 
upon  them  (adhesive  stamps  not  being  accepted  in  payment  of  the  postage)  may 
be  transmitted  between  places  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  letters  written  upon 
the  back. 

*  In  order  to  secure  the  return  of  packets  which  cannot  be  delivered,  the  names  and 

addresses  of  the  senders  should  be  printed  or  written  outside,  thus — "From  _ ^_ 

of ." 
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The  ofScial  " stout"  Post  Cards  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  8d  for  12  cards,  or  4d 
for  6  cards.  The  "  thin  "  cards  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  7d  for  12  cards,  or  SJd 
for  6  cards.     Neither  the  "stout"  nor  the  "thin"  cards  are  sold  singly. 

The  front  (or  stamped)  side  is  intended  for  the  address  only,  In  addition  to 
the  printed  words  "  Post  Card  "  and  "  The  address  only  to  be  written  on  this 
side."  There  must  be  nothing  else  written,  printed,  or  otherwise  impressed  on 
it,  nor  must  there  be  any  writing  or  printing  across  the  stamp.  On  the  reverse 
side  any  communication,  whether  of  the  nature  of  a  letter  or  otherwise,  may  be 
written  or  printed.  Nothing  whatever  may  be  attached ;  nor  may  the  card  be 
folded,  cut,  or  otherwise  altered.  If  any  one  of  these  rules  be  infringed,  the 
card  will  be  charged  Id  on  delivery. 

When,  owing  to  a  great  and  unusual  influx  of  letters,  books,  &c.,  the  trans- 
mission or  delivery  of  the  letters  would  be  delayed  if  the  whole  mail  were  dealt 
with  without  distinction,  Post  Cards  may  be  kept  back  until  the  next  despatch 
or  delivery. 

No  card  other  than  one  of  those  issued  by  the  Government,  or  a  private 
card  impressed  with  a  halfpennj'  stamp  at  the  Office  of  Inland  Revenue,  will 
pass  under  a  halfpenny  stamp,  if  it  bear  on  it  a  written  communication  of  the 
nature  of  a  letter. 

FOREIGN  CARD  POST. 

Post  Cards  intended  for  transmisssion  to  foreign  countries  comprised  within 
the  General  Postal  Union,  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  IJd  each. 

LETTERS,  &c.,  BY  PRIVATE  SHIP. 

Letters  intended  to  be  sent  by  Private  Ship  must  be  addressed  "  By  Private 
Ship  ;  "  and  if  by  a  particular  vessel,  the  name  of  the  Ship  must  be  added. 

The  postage  of  a  letter  by  Private  Ship  to  Ascension,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
Natal,  and  St  Helena,  is  4d  per  ^  oz. ;  and  to  the  West  Indies  (British)  3d 
per  i  oz. 

REGISTRATION. 

The  fee  for  registering  a  letter,  newspaper,  or  book-packet  is  4d. 

Every  letter  to  be  registered  should  be  presented  at  the  counter,  and  a  receipt 
obtained  for  it,  and  should  on  no  account  be  dropped  into  the  letter-box.  If, 
contrary  to  this  rule,  a  letter  marked  "  Registered  "  be  dropped  into  the  letter- 
box, it  will,  if  directed  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  the  British  Colonies, 
be  liable  to  a  registration  fee  of  8d,  instead  of  the  ordinary  fee  of  4d. 

The  registration  of  a  packet  makes  its  transmission  much  more  secure, 
inasmuch  as,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  registered  packet  can  be  traced 
through  its  whole  course ;  and  thus  the  loss  of  a  registered  packet  is  a  very  rare 
occurrence.  Nevertheless,  large  sums  of  money  or  other  articles  of  great  value 
should  not  be  sent  through  the  Post,  even  if  the  packet  be  registered  ;  as  the 
machinery  of  the  Department  is  not  arranged  with  a  view  to  sucli  transmissions. 
By  law,  the  Post  Office  is  not  responsible  for  the  safe  delivery  of  registered 
packets ;  though  any  officer  who  may  neglect  his  duty  on  this  point  will  be 
called  to  strict  account.  Sent  in  unregistered  letters,  valuable  articles  are  ex- 
posed to  risk,  and  ofier  a  temptation  which  ought  not  to  be  created  ;  and  the 
Department  cannot  in  any  way  undertake  the  safe  conveyance  of  such  packets. 
All  inland  or  colonial  letters,  therefore,  which  contain  coin,  and  all  inland 
letters  which  contain  watches  or  jeweller^',  even  though  they  be  posted  without 
registration,  are  treated  as  registered,  and  charged  on  delivery  with  a  double 
registration  fee  of  8d  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  postage  ;  and  any  such  letters 
which  cannot  be  registered  in  time  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Mail  for  which  they 
are  posted,  are  detained  for  the  next  despatch.  Even  if  the  letter  do  not  contain 
any  article  of  intrinsic  value,  it  should,  if  it  be  very  important,  be  registered. 
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Registration  is  applicable  equally  to  letters,  newspapers,  book-packets,  and 
patterns  addressed  to  places  abroad. 

No  letter  or  other  postal  packet  addressed  to  initials  or  to  a  fictitious  name 
can  be  registered ;  nor  can  any  letter  be  accepted  for  registration,  unless  the 
enclosure  be  securely  placed  so  as  not  to  move  about,  and  be  covered  by  a 
proper  and  well-fastened  envelope. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS. 

The  Post  Office  is  not,  by  law,  responsible  for  any  loss  or  inconvenience  which 
may  arise  from  the  non-delivery,  mis-sending,  or  mis-delivery  of  any  letter, 
book,  or  other  postal  packet  (even  if  the  packet  be  registered)  ;  nor  is  the  Post 
Office  responsible  for  any  injury  which  a  packet  may  sustain  during  its  trans- 
mission. 

To  guard  against  such  injury  all  postal  packets  which  are  likely  to  suffer 
from  stamping  or  from  great  pressure  should  be  placed  in  strong  covers ;  and 
even  with  this  precaution  no  fragile  article  should  be  sent  through  the  Post. 
It  should  be  remembered  that  every  packet  has  to  be  handled  several  times ;  that 
it  is  exposed  to  considerable  pressure  and  friction  in  the  mail  bag ;  and  that, 
whenever  the  bag  has  in  the  course  of  its  transmission  to  be  transferred  by 
means  of  the  railway  apparatus,  the  risk  of  injury  is  much  increased. 

Postmasters  are  not  allowed  to  return  anj'  letter  or  other  packet  to  the  writer 
or  sender,  or  to  any  one  else,  or  to  delay  forwarding  it  to  its  destination 
according  to  the  address,  even  though  a  request  to  such  effect  be  written  thereon. 

To  discourage  the  transmission  of  coin  by  post,  Postmasters,  at  whose  Offices 
Money  Order  Business  is  transacted,  are  permitted,  though  not  compelled,  to 
purchase  postage  stamps  from  the  public  (provided  the  stamps  be  not  soiled  or 
otherwise  damaged),  at  a  charge  of  2|  per  cent. 

To  facilitate  the  delivery  of  letters,  a  letter-box  should  be  affixed  to  every 
house-door. 

MONEY  ORDERS. 

The  public  are  recommended,  when  applying  for  Money  Orders,  to  use  the 
printed  "Application  Forms,"  prepared  expressly  for  the  purpose,  which  are 
supplied  gratuitously  at  all  Money  Order  Offices.  These  Forms  save  time,  and 
afford  greater  security,  than  verbal  messages,  against  mistakes.

No  Order  is  allowed  to  contain  a  fractional  part  of  a  penny. 
No  Money  Order  can  be  issued  unless  the  applicant  furnish,  in  full,  the  sur- 
name and  at  least  the  initial  of  one  Christian  name,  both  of  the  remitter  and  the 
payee,  together  with  the  remitter's  address.    In  the  case  of  Colonial  and  Foreign 
Orders  the  full  address  of  the  payee  must  be  given. 

Exceptions. — 1st.  When  the  remitter  directs  at  the  time  of  issue  (which  he  is 
at  liberty  to  do),  that  the  order,  by  being  crossed  like  a  cheque,  be  made  payable 
only  through  a  bank,  it  is  left  to  his  option  to  give  or  withhold  the  name  of  the 
payee.  2d.  If  the  remitter  or  payee  be  a  peer  or  a  bishop,  his  ordinary  title  is 
sufficient.  3d.  The  usual  designation  of  a  firm  is  sufficient,  except  in  the  case 
of  a  company  trading  under  a  title  which  does  not  consist  of  the  names  of  the  i 
persons  composing  it,  as  the  "  Carron  Company."  |

POST  OFFICE  TELEGRAPHS. 

The  charge  for  telegrams  throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  including  the 
Channel  Islands  and  the  Isle  of  Man,  but  excepting  the  Scilly,  Orkney,  and 
Shetland  Islands,  is  Is.  for  the  first  twenty  words,  and  3d.  for  every  additional 
live  words,  i.e.,  for  every  additional  group  of  not  more  thau  five  words ;  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  sender  and  receiver  not  being  counted. 

The  charge  for  telegrams  to  the  Scilly  Islands  is  (in  addition  to  the 
ordinary  Inland  rate)  2s.  6c?.  for  five  words  or  less  (exclusive  of  the  address, 
which  is  not  charged  for  unless  it  exceeds  10  words,  in  which  case  6c?.  is 
charged  for  every  extra  word  above  10),  and  6d.  for  each  additional  word ; 
and  to  the  Orknej'  and  Shetland  Islands  6s.  for  the  first  20  words,  and  Is.  6d. 
for  every  additional  five  words ;  except  to  Moss  Bank,  Culla  Voe,  Uya  Sound, 
and  Balta  Sound,  in  Shetland,  the  rates  to  which  are  7s.  for  the  first  20  words, 
and  Is.  9d.  for  every  additional  five  words. 

When  the  terminal  telegraph  ofiice,  i.e.,  the  oflSce  from  which  the  message  is  de- 
livered, is  a  Head  Post  Office,  the  amount  paid  for  the  transmission  of  a  message 
covers  the  cost  of  delivery  within  the  town  postal  delivery  of  that  office.  But 
when  it  is  not  a  Head  Post  Office,  the  message  is  delivered  free  only  within  the 
limit  of  one  mile. 

When  the  addressee  resides  beyond  the  above-decribed  limits,  porterage 
is  charged  at  the  rate  of  6d.  per  double  mile  (that  is,  a  mile  out  and  a  mile 
back),  or  any  part  thereof,  provided  the  whole  distance  to  be  transversed  does 
not  exceed  three  miles  out  and  three  miles  back ;  but  the  charge  is  calculated 
from  the  boundary  of  the  district  within  which  no  porterage  is  levied.  For 
instance,  if  the  addressee's  residence  is  a  mile  and  a  quarter  from  the  terminal

telegraph  office,  and  also  beyond  the  free  delivery,  the  charge  for  porterage 
would  be  6d. ;  if  the  distance  is  above  two  miles  and  under  three,  Is. 

If  the  addressee  resides  at  a  greater  distance  than  three  miles  from  the  ter- 
minal telegraph  office,  porterage  is  charged  for  delivery  bj'  mounted  messenger 
at  the  rate  of  Is.  per  double  mile,  except  in  Ireland,  where  the  charge  usually 
is  only  8d.  per  double  mile. 

POST  OFFICE  SAVINGS  BANK. 

The  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  is  open  for  banli  business  during  the  same 
hours  as  for  Money  Orders. 

Deposits  of  one  shilling,  or  of  any  number  of  shillings,  or  of  pounds  and  shil- 
lings may  be  made  by  any  person  at  the  Post  Office  Savings  Banks,  provided 
that  such  depositor  shall  not  make  deposits  amounting  to  more  than  £30  in  any 
year  ending  31st  December,  or  make  an}'  further  deposit  when  the  amount 
standing  in  his  name,  exclusive  of  interest,  exceeds  £150.  When  any  deposi- 
tor's principal  and  interest  amount  together  to  £200,  all  interest  will  cease  so 
long  as  the  balance  of  the  account  continues  to  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  £200. 

GOVERNMENT  INSURANCES  AND  ANNUITIES. 

The  Postmaster-General  is  empowered,  under  the  Act  27  and  28  Victorise, 
cap.  43,  to  insure  the  lives  of  persons  of  either  sex,  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
60,  for  not  less  than  £20  or  more  than  £100.  He  is  also  empowered  under  the 
same  Act  to  grant  Immediate  or  Deferred  Annuities  of  not  more  than  £50  on 
the  lives  of  persons  of  either  sex,  and  of  the  age  of  ten  years  and  upwards. 

The  persons  whose  lives  are  insured  or  to  whom  Annuities  are  granted  by  the 
Postmaster-General,  have  direct  Government  security  for  the  payment  of  the 
money,  at  the  proper  time. 

Forms  of  proposals  for  the  Insurance  of  Lives  and  the  purchase  of  Annuities, 
and  all  necessary  information  on  these  subjects,  may  be  obtained  at  the  Post 
Office. 

INDIAN  PARCEL  POST. 

1.  Persons  wishing  to  send  parcels  to  any  part  of  British  India  can  do  so 
through  the  Indian  Parcel  Post  Agency — established  under  authority  of  the 
Director-General  of  the  Post  Office  of  India — at  122  Leadenhall  street,  E.G., 
and  (Branch  Office)  at  25  Cockspur  street,  S.W. 

2.  The  charge  for  parcels  is  Is  per  lb.  or  fraction  of  a  lb.  (prepayment 
optional),  covering  transit  from  London  to  destination  in  India.  Insurance 
may  be  effected,  if  desired,  at  the  rate  (to  be  prepaid)  of  Is  up  to  £3  value, 
2s  6d  up  to  £10  value,  and  5s  up  to  £20  value.  Indian  Customs  duty  (if 
chargeable)  will  be  realised  from  the  addressee. 

3.  The  maximum  weight,  size,  and  value  of  a  parcel  are:— weight  50  lbs., 
size  2  feet  long  by  1  foot  broad  and  1  foot  deep,  value  £20. 

4.  The  following  are  forbidden  contents  :  —  Jewellery,  watches,  precious 
stones,  liquids,  or  articles  of  a  dangerous  or  damaging  nature. 

5.  Mode  of  packing  and  address: — Parcels  must  be  entirely  closed  and 
securely  packed  and  fastened,  a  covering  of  cloth  or  waterproof  sewn  at  the 
edges  being  recommended.  The  Indian  address  should  be  legibly  written,  with 
the  superscription,  "By  Indian  Parcel  Post." 

6.  A  letter  of  adviee,  stating  name  and  address  on  parcel,  contents  and  value 
for  Customhouse  clearance,  with  legible  signature  and  address  of  sender,  should 
be  sent  to  the  office  (see  Clause  1),  with  each  parcel,  accompanied  by  payment, 
if  it  be  desired  to  prepay  or  insure  the  parcel. 

7.  A  receipt  will  be  given  (by  the  Company^  for  each  parcel  received  from 
the  country,  and  for  other  parcels,  if  required.  ■ 

8.  Parcels  from  the  country  (including  all  those  not  booked  by  the  sender  or  i 
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tWr  messengers  or  agents  in  person  at  the  London  OfBces)  may  be  forwarded 
to  the  office  in  London  (see  address  below)  by  railway,  or  any  other  means 
available ;  but  the  parcel  with  the  Indian  address,  as  in  Clause  5,  should  in 
such  case  be  enclosed  in  an  outer  covering,  bearing  the  address,  "  Indian  Parcel 
Post  Agency,  122  Leadenhall  street,  London,  E.C."  The  charges  for  carriage 
to  the  above  address  are  additional  to  charges  for  transit  or  insurance  under 
Clause  2,  and  ma}'  be  prepaid  to  the  local  carrying  agent,  or  left  to  be  paid  on 
delivery  in  London,  and  subsequently  collected  from  the  addressee.  The  letter 
of  advice  (see  Clause  6),  with  any  payment  desired  for  transit  or  insurance 
(payment  by  post  should  be  by  cheque  or  money  order,  payable  to  A.  M. 
Bethune),  should  be  sent  to  the  same  address  by  letter  post,  and  the  receipt 
will  in  such  case  be  forwarded  by  post.
